Cooperation With Navy 


The coastal command cor 
operates very closely with the 
Navy, Each service knows exactly 
what the other is doing. ‘Phrough- 
out cach 
transmitted to coastal command 
headquarters and to outlying sta- 
tions and naval 
alongside the operation officers 
of the RAF. Now after seventeen 
months of war the  coustal com- 
mand has built up an impressive 
record, 

During the first twelve months 
of the war coastal command air~ 
craft lew 34 and half million miles 
—more than a thousand times the 
circumference of the world, From 
the beginning of the war and from 
the middle of January onward the 
command provided air escort for 
4,709 convoys, The work meant

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BALKAN ALARMS 


Wisest attitude to adopt 
regarding developments in 
the Balkans is to wait 
upon factual events. In 
the wealth of rumour, 


conjecture and guesswork 
there is so much that is 
plainly suspect, and more 
that needs to be accepted 
with the most cautious re- 
serve. Impulse when the 
Bulgarian - Turkish  de- 
claration was announced 
was to jump to the conclu- 
sion that Turkey had suc-' 
cumbed to outside pres- 
sures. On the face of it, 
there appears to be con-) 
flict between Turkish pro- 
fessions and an agree- 
ment which would seem 
to immobilise policy in a 
Bulgarian crisis which, 
for the moment, did not 
directly affect Turkish 
territory. Britain and 
Greece have neither of 
them apparently found 
anything in the declara- 
tion with which to find 
fault, yet there are dis- 
turbing rumours. 


For the moment, there

The internal defence of demo- 
cracy depends large!y upon free 
speech ard a free pvess, buc also 
to a great extent upon political 
methods and constitutional Jaw. 
It is easy to over-estitaate their 
importence, put it is fatal to un- 
der-estimate it. The Idea that 


lthere is ‘any thing new in Nazism 


or Fascism, as a method of gov- 
ernment, is a delusion scdulously 
encouraged by propaganda. They 
ure the oldest form of tyranny —- 
s@izure Of power and government 
by a clique. No democratic in- 
stitutions or constitution are a 
100 per cent, guarantee against 
a coup detat or the seizure of 
Power by a clique, a Hitler, a 
Mussolini, or a Petain, but they 
are capable of making such a 
scizure difficult or, if it dovs take 
place, precarious. That is why 
it is essential to keep the funda- 
mental institutions of democrutic 
control working during war, even 
though they may have cartiin di..- 
advantages, They are an insur- 
ance against the consolidation of 
arbitrary power after a coup 
detat. Organs of popular govern. 
ment have frequently been able to 
thwart or smother, in its early 
days, a coup d'etat, but once a 
small group of determined men 
have consolidated their seizure of 
power, and abolished the machin- 
ery of papular control, it is terri- 
bly difficult to unseat them,

The fitst line of defence against 
this kind of authoritarian coup 
is parliament — a popularly elect- 
ed‘assembly. It is vital that the 
House Of Comntons “‘shduld under 
no circumstances be placed, like 
the French Chambér, in cold stor- 
age, Whatever Happeng it must 
remain in active session, main- 


}taining the. ultimate. responsibili- 


ty of the government to itself. 
Formally the transaction which. 
Jed to the transference of power 
from the Reynaud to the Petain 
government .p France may have 
been “constitutional,” just as was 
the transaction in Germany be- 
tween Hindenburg and Hitler. But 
the consolidation - of arbitrary 
power in the hands of a few men 
was in both cases made possible 
Only by _ thr previous destruction 
or immobilisation of all the organs 
und machinery. cf. democratic or 
popular control, Democracy and 
democratic organs of government 
re no panacea against the poll- 
cal stupidity of the human race;

Not Only Danger 


It could have been effected by a

The immobilisation of parlia-, 
ment is not. the only danger of 
which the Petain peace waTns us. 
We call Britain and France demo- 
ciacies, but the government of 
both countries has always been 
imperfectly democratic, and many 
of the faults and failures ascribed 
to democracy in them have real- 
ly been due to the fact that it 
did not exist. Petain succeeded | 
Reynaud and made an armistice 
which in fact was a peace. By 
that action he determined the 
fate of France, of the French Em- 
pire, and of the French people for 
years, possibly for eternity. The 
transaction which put him in that 
position and gave him the ap- 
palling power to determine the 
fate of millions was accomplished 
in secret by perhaps a dozen 
known and unknown men. The 
fuct that he had formed a govern-: 
ment in this way gave him the 
right and power to make peace 
with Germany on any terms 
which he personally chose to ac- 


cept. 


It is a disquieting fact that, al- 
though we call ourselves a de- 
mocracy, our constitutional system 
makes it possible for exactly the 
same thing to happen “constitu- 
tionally” in this country. Demo- 
cratic control and liberties are al- 
ways precarious if the govern- 
ment or executive are enabled by 
the political system irresponsibly 
to Initiate a policy of great na- 
tional importance, to act upon it 
without mandate, and so to pre- 
sent Parliament and people with 
a fait accompli, with a situation 
irretrievable when once created, 
It is, no doubt, essential that a 
responsible government must be 
given the power to govern; the 
danger of getting weak govern— 
ment if the legislature attempts’ 
to usurp the function of an execu- 
tive is insisted upén ad nauseam. 
by practical politicians and politi-, 
cal theorists. In: practice ‘for a 
hundred years -of . European. his-| 
tory the danger has.been the other’ 
way round, In all ‘democracies 
the difficulty has. not been to ‘pro- 
vent undue interference with the' 
executive, but to prevent the 
government contriving to. evade! 
all responsibility and control, We 
are one of the oldest and most 
stable of the “democracies,” yet {t 
is astonishing what powers the 
British Government possesses or 
claims to possess, No dne, for in-~ 


stance, seemed to think it remark-|' 


able_ the other day when the 
government offercd the Reynaud 
government what apparently 
amounted. to federal union be- 
tween Britain and ‘France, and did 
so. without reference to parlia-.

the new practice was abolished as 
soon as a Conservative govern- 
ment came into power, and, 
though again restored by the La- 
bour Party in 1929, it was again 
abolished by the National govern— 
ment, There is much to be said 
for the Labour Party's innovation, 
but something more is required to 
meet the dangers of the immediate 
situation, It,is essential to abolish 
the power of a minister to make ,_ 
peace by. means of the Royal Pre- ta 
yogative without reference to 
‘parliament.

By 
that auction he determined — the 
fate of France, of the French Em- 
pire, and of the French people for 
years, possibly for eternity, The 
transaction which put him in that 
position and gave him the ap- 
palling power to determine the 
tate of millions. was accomplished 
in secret by perhaps a dozen 
known and unknown men, The 
fact that he had formed a govern- 
ment in this way gave him the 
right and power to make peace 
with Germany on any terms 
which he personally chose to ac- 


cept. 


It is a disquieting fact that, al- 
though we call ourselves au de-~ 
mocracy, our constitutional system 
makes it possible for exactly the 
same thing to happen “constitu- 
tionally” in this country. Demo- 
cratic control and liberties are al- 
ways precarious if the govern- 
ment or executive are enabled by 
the political system irresponsibly 
to initiate a policy of great na- 
tional importance, to act upon it 
without mandate, and so to pre~ 
sent Parliament and people with 
a fait accompli, with a situation 
irretrievable when once created. 
It is, no doubt, essential that a 
responsible government must be 
given the power to govern; the 
danger of getting weak govern- 
ment if: the 
to usurp the function of an execu- 
tive is insisted upon ad. nauseam 
by practical politicians and politi- 
cal theorists.. In -practice for a 
hundred years of European his- 
tory the danger has been the other 
way round. In all democracies 
the difficulty: hasinot been to -pre- 
vent undue interference with the 
executive, but to prevent the 
government .contriving to evade 
all responsibility and control, We 
are one of the oldest and most 
stable of ‘the “democracies,” yet it 
is astonishing what powers the 
British Government possesses or 
claims ‘to possess, No one;. for in- 
stance, seemed to'think it remark- 
able_ the other day when the 
government: offered the Reynaud 
government ' what. apparently 
amounted to federal union be- 
tween Britain and France, and did

The Japanese in this combina- 
tion hope to obtain increased 
Chinese support as oa further wea~ 
pon against Chungking.

The internal defence of demo- 
cracy denends largely upon free 
speech ard oa free press, bie also 
to a great extent upon pol.tical 
methods and constitutional law. 
It is easy to over-estinvate ther 
importance, out fl is fatal to un- 
der-estimate it. The idea that 
there is anythtugz new in Nazism 
or Fascism, as a method of gov- 
ernment, is a delusion se dulously 


encouraged by propaganda. They 
are the oldest form of tyranny —- 
seizure of power and government 
by a clique. No democratic in- 
stitutions or constitution ure a 
100 per cent. guarantee against 
a coup detat or the seizure of 
power by a clique, a Hitler, a 
Mussolini, or a Petain, but they 
are capable of making such a 
seizure difficult or, if it does take 
place, precarious. That is why 
it Is essential to keep the funda- 
mental institutions of democratic 
control working during war, even 
though they may have certain dis 
advantages, They are an insur- 
anee against the consolication of 
arbitrary power after a coup 
d’ctat. Organs of popular govern- 
ment have frequeltly been able to 
thwart or smother, in its early 
days, a coup d'etat, but once 2 
small group of determined men 
have consolidsted their setzure of 
power, and abolished the machin- 
ery of popular control, it is terri- 
bly difficult to unseat them,

is parliament — a popularly-elect- |

Not Only Danger 


The immobilisation of partia- 
mnent ig not the only danger of 
which the Petain peace warns us. 
We call Britain and France demo- 
cracies, but the government of 
beth countries has always been 
imperfectly democratic, and many 
of the faults and failures ascribed 
to democracy in them have real- 
ly been due to the fact that it 
did not exist. Petain succeeded 
Reynaud and made an armistice 
which in fact was a peace. By 
that action he determined the 
fate of France, of the French Em- 
pire, and of the French people for 
years, possibly for eternity, The 
transaction which put him in that 
position and gave him the ap- 
palling power to determine the 
tute of millions was accomplished 
it: seeret by perhaps a dozen 
known and unknown men. The 
tact that he had formed a govern- 
ment in this way gave him the 
right and power to make peace 
with Germany on any terms 
which he personally chose to ac- 


cept. 


It is a disquieting fact that, al- 
though we call ourselves a de- 
mocracy, our constitutional system 
makes it possible for exactly the 
same thing to happen “constitu- 
uvionally” in this country. Demo- 
cratic control and liberties are al- 
ways precarious if the govern- 
ment or executive are enabled by 
the political system irresponsibly 
to initiate a policy of great na- 
tional importance, to act upon it 
without mandate, and so to pre- 


sent Parllament and people with’ 


a fait accompli, with a situation 
irretrievable when once created. 
It is, no doubt, essential that a 
responsible government must be 
given the power to govern; the 


anger of getting weak govern-— 


ment if the legislature attempts 
to usurp thé fanction of-an execus 
tive’ is insisted upon ‘ud: nauseam 
by practical politiciéns and politi- 
eal theorists:. In practice for a 
hundred years of European hts- 
tory the danger has been the other 
way round. In all democracies 
the difficulty hasnot ‘been’ to pre- 
went undue interferente with the 
but to prevent the 
government contriving to evade 
all responsibility ‘and control.

It_ could have been effected by a 
treaty betwoen the two countries 
and such a treaty is made by vir- 
tue of the Royal Prerogative - 
without reference to Parliament. 
The Royal Prerogative is an 
thachronism which is exti@mely 
effective for preventing demo- 
cratic control. It is particularly 
dangerous at the present moment, 
for it is the instrument by which 
in a crisis a Petain peace could 
constitutionally be made here 
against the will both of parlia- 
ment and people. By virtue of the 
Royal Prerogative the Crown en- 
joys the sole right of declaring 
peace and war and of making 
treaties. The king acts, of course 
under pur constitution only on 
the advice of a minister, but, in 
the case of a treaty or the making 
of peace, this would be no safe- 
guard in practice of the control vf 
parliament or the people. In a 
crisis power might pass from the 
hands of a Reynaud into that of 
a Petain here just as it did in 
France without any reference to 
parliament and the British Petain 
could, by means of the Royal Pre-° 
rogative, make peace and a treaty, 
ignoring the House of Commons. 
Ali this would be strictly con- 
stitutional, 


Attempted Breach 


The danger {to democracy in 
this constitutional practice has 
long been recognised. In 1924, for 
instance, the Labour Party made 
a first attempt to make a breach 
in the system by deciding that alk 
treaties should be laid en the table 
of the House for 21 days before 
ratification, it is significant that 
the new practice was abolished as 
soon as a Conservative govern- 
ment came into power, and, 
though again restored by the La- 
pour Party in 1929, it was again 
abolished by the National govern— 
ment, There is much to be said 
for the Labour Party's innovation, 
but something more is required to 
meet the dangers of the immediate 
situation, It is essential to abolish 
the power of a minister to make 
peace by means of the Royal Pre+ 
rogative without refererice to 
parliament. This change would re+ 
quite’ legislation, for it would be 
‘necessary to enact, at the feast, 
that the Executive should’ have 
no power to conclude an armistite 
‘or make, peace without a resolt= 
tion of the House of Commons 
authorising such action. 


It will, of course, be said that 
Yhis is not the moment for con 
stitutional- revision. On the con 
trary, no-time could be more ap~ 
propriate. - We are fighting this 


war for democracy, and we and

He heard firemen, rushed — to 
first-aid posts with burns and 
smoked eyes, complaining about 
the time taken in treating them. 

it wasn't that they sought 
quicker alleviation of their pain. 

They wanted to get back to the 
job of fighting the fire as quickly 
as they could. 

This young colleague saw a 
young man sitting in agony with 
severe head wounds, protesting 
that he was “all right’ until the 
last woman and child had been 
attended. 

Then he fainted with pain, 

He was ten times worse injured 
than anybody there—yet “I'm all 
right” was his refrain.
